Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The allowability resides on the overall structure of the device as claimed at least in 
independent claim 1 , and at least in part, because of the following: 

The prior art to US/5,541,822 to Bamber discloses a flashlight including a body [1 1] for 
holding a battery, having a first and a second ends and a non-circular mouth at the first end, and 
a head [12] which is pivotally mounted to the body. 

However, the instant application recites a flashlight wherein a head is engageable with 
the mouth and at least one clip which is engageable with the head and the body to secure the 
head to the body. 

This is not found in the prior art of record, therefore the claims are seemed patentable.
